SHELTON STATE HISTORY 

Shelton State Community College was established by resolution of the Alabama State Board of Education on 
January 1, 1979. That resolution combined Shelton State Technical College, established in 1952, and the 
Tuscaloosa campus of Brewer State Junior College, which opened in 1972. As one of the 26 state community and 
technical colleges, Shelton State serves a six county region of west Alabama. In 1994, Shelton State merged with 
C.A. Fredd State Technical College (1963) in Tuscaloosa, one of the nation's Historically Black Colleges and 
Universities. In 1997, the opening of the Martin campus of Shelton State in south Tuscaloosa eased an over- 
crowded student population. 




Also in 1997, in recognition of its contributions to art, music, dance, and theater, the state legislature designated 
Shelton State as Alabama's Community College of the Fine Arts. The next year, Shelton State and Theater 
Tuscaloosa co-founded the Alabama Stage and Screen Hall of Fame to honor significant contributions of state 
celebrities. Shelton State has incorporated the West Alabama Center for Workforce Development, the Alabama 
Fire College, the state's Poison Control Center, and extensive programs in adult, community education, and train- 
ing for business and industry. In 2009, Shelton State Community College enters its fourth decade of service to the 
people of Bibb, Green, Hale, Pickens, Sumter, and Tuscaloosa counties with a bustling enrollment, an exceptional 
faculty and staff, and a bright future.
